r p HE HINDU LONGSHOREMEN were 
jusi about to start loading the first of

FROM THE WINDOW of his luxurious 
hotel suite overlooking the capital, 
Farnov's eyes sought out the mosques of 
the ancient walled city, trying to find the 
room in which the Generalissimo himself 
sac and plotted the destruction of the de- 
mocracies.
